Shaykh Sulayman al-'Alwan(^' was asked about the 
authenticity of the Hadlth "Whoever performs wudu' in the 
state of purity, Allah writes for him ten good deeds" 

The Shaykhf^' responded by saying: This Hadlth isn’t authentic, it’s narrated by Abu 
Dawud(62), ibn Majah(5 12), ’Abd ibn Hamld(859) and others from the chain of ’Abdul 
Rahman ibn Ziyad ibn An’am al-Ifrlql from Abl Ghutayf al-Huthall from ’Abdullah ibn 
’Omar('-V^ lA 3 j) from the Prophet (A- j aJc. ill J^). 

Imam Abu ’Isa al-TirmidhI(59) said "And it is a weak chain" and al-’UqaylT(^' j) narrated 
in al-Du’afa’(2/332) from the chain of ’All ibn al-MadInI(^' j), he said I heard Yahya( j 
<&'), that he said I spoke with Hisham ibn ’Urwa(^' j) about the Hadlth narrated from al- 
IfrTqT from ibn 'OmartA-^ j) regarding wudu’, so he said this Hadlth is Mashriql 
[Easterner - Weak because of Tafarrud] and Yahya ibn Sald(ii' <*=>■ j) weakened al-Ifrlql. 

Imam al-TirmidhT(^' j) said in his Jami’(199) "And al-Ifrlql is considered weak among the 
scholars of Hadlth" 

And al-Imam Ahmad(^' j) said "He’s nothing" 

And it’s narrated from Imam Ahmad(^' j) that he said "He’s Munkar in Hadlth" 

And ’All ibn al-MadInI(^' j) said "Our companions would weaken him, and our 
companions rejected his Hadlths where he was alone in narrating something which was not 
known" 

And from what I know, this Hadlth is not reported from other than the narration of al-Ifrlql, 
and none of his hadlths are to be used as evidence. 

And the settled statement regarding the renewal of wudu’ is that it’s not recommended in 
general situations, and its recurrence isn’t prescribed without a [proper] reason. 

And it’s recommended by the agreement of the scholars to renew wudu’ for every Salah. 

And Imam al-BukharT(^' j) has narrated in his Sahlh(2 14) from the chain of Sufyan( j 
<&'), he said ’Amr ibn ’Amir(^' j) narrated to me from Anas(^ yr^ 3 j) that he said: "The 
Prophct( A~ i ill A^ 3 ) used to make wudu’ for every prayer, I said(to Anas) what did you 
used to do? He said: "We used to pray with the same wudu’ until we break it with 
Hadath(break wind etc...)" 

And al-Bukhari(ii' j) has written a chapter for it by his statement "The chapter of doing 
wudu’ without Hadath(break of wind etc..)" and what is intended by this is renewing wudu’, 
and the wudu’ used to be compulsory before every Salah, then it was abrogated and its 
recommendation has remained and Allah j knows best. 
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
